docs not ii'lunre the porcelain tubs in 
which fortune's pampered proteges take j 
their daily dip? To those but lightly en- 
dowed with worldly goods the posses- 
sion of one of these luxurious fancies 
looks to };o an utter impossibility. But 
there is a means by which the mother 
and her Lrood may secure a tub, which, 
if it is not quite up to the mark in point 
of quality, is certainly as daintily at- 
tractive ill appearance as that of porce- 
lain. 


This is tne en.imeled bathtub. When 


the zinc or tin lining grows shabby, give 
it a coat of white paint. After this has 
dried apply several thicknesses of white 
ennrael, waiting tor each application to 
dry before adding che nest. In this way 
a thick enamel coating is laid upon the 
metal, giving it the appearance when 
completed 01 porcelain. The enameled 
lined tub is liot only very much daintier 
in appoaravjc, but can be kept in order 
more easilv than zinc or tin, a, damp 
cloth wiped across the BUI face being all 
that is needed to retain the purity of 
coloring. 


As company for a tub furnished up in 


the foregoing manner treat in the same 
way the woodwork of the bathroom. 
Some faint hued enamel, pale blue, old 
pink, violet, gray, cream or lemon, laid 
upon the woodwork completes the deco- 
rative notion, while aesthetic conceptions 
n pninpkin yellow, sage green or russet 
irown contrast admirably with the 
snowy lining of the tub.—Golden Days.

CONFJSRKING WITH WALL STEEKT. 


It is stated in Wall Street that 


Assistant Treasurer Cnrtis while in 
New York City held a conference with 
a number of leading money lenders 
relative to the condition of the Treas- 
ury, and the present and probable 
future financial requirements of the 
Government. 
The information 
ob- 


tained by the Assistant Treasurer is 
said to have been for the benefit of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the Presi- 
dent and the Cabinet. What this in- 
formation was has not been given to 
the public, but the President of one of 
the most prominent banks in the city 
in speaking of the conference, advised 
the authorization of a short time loan 
by the Government. A loan of $50,- 
OJO.OOO would stiffen the rates 
for 


money, equalize the rates between this 
country and Europe and thus prevent 
the export of gold, besides relieving 
the Government from its present em 
barrassment 
That the Government 


must borrow money very soon is ap- 
parent and it cam •>* tell how the new 
tariff bill will operv '.o at first, so the 
sooner it provides for an emergency 
the better. 


This is the opinion of an old Bank 


President, and of course the Assistant 
Treasurer conveyed it to Washington 
for the benefit of the Administration. 
The Bank President naturally stated 
what would be desirable to theJoanks. 
A recent statement showed that the 
amount of money accumulated in the 
New York banks since the great scare 
last Summer is greatly in excess of 
anything in the history of New Yo>-k 
banking. This money, which was called 
in and hoarded a few months ago, is 
unprofitable to its owners and must 
therefore seek investment. The most 
desirable investment is Government 
bonds, and if $50,000,000 of the $200,- 
000,000 said to be idle m the banks 
vaults, is loaned the Government will 
stiffen the rates of interest, but it will 
not add a dollar to the circulating 
medium of the country. If the Cov- 
erntnent requires money why not, in 
compliance with the general demand 
outside of Wall Street, make more of 
it by coining the bullion stored in the 
Treasury and issue greenbacks re- 
deemable in coin, as proposed by Sena- 
tor Stewart in a bill which he intro- 
duced at the special session, instead of 
issuing bonds and borrowing money?

A TERRIBLE DISASTER. 


Collapse of a New Bridge Spanning the 


Oblo River. 


LouisvnxLE, Ny., December 15.—The 


large span of the Jeff ersonville bridge 
across the Ohio river fell at half past 
10 this morning. The bridge would 
have been completed in a few days. 


The number of men at work on the 


bridge and thrown into the water was 
fifty. The bridge had been under con- 
struction for a number of years and 
several times interrupted by lack of 
funds. Three years ago, during the 
construction of the piers, an accident 
happened in a caisson by which twelve 
lives were lost. Accidents have been 
frequent, and it is said fifty persons in 
all have lost their lives by them. 


At 11 o'clock twenty-five 
bodies, 


horribly mangled, were recovered. The 
number of wounded is not yet learned, 
though it will be large. The injured 
were brought to the hospital at the rate 
of one a minute. The first seven to ar- 
rive were unconscious and their names 
were not learnable. Some of them were 
negroes. T ie first dead man taken out 
was James B. Burns. Henry Lee of 
Albany was among the badly hurt. The 
accident ~>ccurred on the Indiana side. 


The accident is due to the insecure 


placing of a traveling crane last night. 
The wind still further loosened it, and 
when the engines started this morning 
to draw it back into place, the swaying 
of the false work and high wind forced 
it from the piers on which it was placed, 
carrying the bridge down with it. Ten 
workmen saw the danger in time to 
escape. Forty-one went down 110 feet 
into the water.

BILIJNGS, Mont., December 15 —The 


crows are out again. Nearly all the 
young men of the tribe belonging to 
the Prior Mountain branch, the ones 
who made the trouble last spring on 
the newly ceded strip, are massed at 
the head of Stillwater creek off the 
reservation and killing cattle wantonly.

thereby the sooner does the money 
come back to them. The result is that 
in New York city is congested almost 
all the time an undue portion of the 
circulating medium of the couutiy. In 
New York city to-day, accord it P to the 
lust statement of the Controller of 
the Currency, is one-half the specie 
money of the country. This fact is a 
valuable commentary upon such items 
as the above, and when the two are 
taken together the reader is better able 
to grasp the true situation. 


THE HAWAIIAN QUESTION. 


It is announced that the special mes- 


sage on Hawaiian affairs, which the 
President in his regular message at the 
opening of Congress said would be sent 
to that body at a later date, is now be- 
ing prepared by the President's own 
baud. It will probably contain two or 
three thousand words and it is ex- 
pected to concisely state the attitude 
of the Administration toward the Pro- 
visional Government of Hawaii. The 
general opinion seems to be that the 
President instructed Minister Willis to 
restore the Queen to power, and if 
necessary use force to do so. Events, 
BO far as known, have not proved that 
this opinion was well founded or that 
there was any foundation whatever for 
it. However, it has been commented 
upon, as though it was an actual fact, 
and condemned by almost every paper 
in the country. It would be tantamount 
to a declaration 
of war against a 


friendly government, and the President 
has no authority to declare war. The 
message will d out less explain the posi- 
tion of the Administration and prob- 
ably show that it has not placed itself 
in such a ridiculous light as it has been 
represented. 


The United States should say to tbe 


Object to the Admission of Utah. 


WASHINGTON, December 15.—The bill 


for the admission of Utah will probably 
be opposed in the Senate by its old 
antagonists, the Ladies Home Mission- 
ary Society, which is seeking an oppor- 
tunity to be heard by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Territories. The members of 
this society take exception to the state- 
ments which have been made very freely 
by advocates of the bill that polygamy 
is dead in Utah, and say they have 
positive information that the contrary 
is the case. They obtain this from the 
missionaries scattered through the Ter- 
ritory. The information is to the effect 
that the practice is not carried on as 
openly as formerly, but assert in places 
remote from towns and centers of 
habitation there is little or no abate- 
ment in the custom. They also say in 
the towns and cities there is a covert 
observation of the old doctrines, and 
that everywhere among the Mormon 
people the feeling in favor of polygamy 
is just as strong as iu the palmiest days 
of Mormondom, aud thut if this feeling 
is suppressed at ail it is done because 
of fear of federal authorities. 
The 


ladies argue that if the.Territory should 
ae admitted as a State and this author- 
ity removed, the Mormons would con- 
trol the State organizations, and it 
would be only a short time before 
polygamy would be openly taught and 
practiced as one of the tenets of the 
the Mormon people. The society em- 
braces a large membership in the 
Presbyterian, 
Congregational 
and 


Methodist churches.

Severe Storms and Pomibly Karthqmtkes 


—Some Information About Jnplter. 


Copyrighted 1898 by W. T. Foster. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., December 15.—My 


last bulletin, gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to cross the continent from De- 
cember 15th to 19th, the next will reach 
the Pacific Coast about the 20th, cross 
the Western mountains by the clos 
of 21st, the Great Central valleys from 
22d to 24th and the Eastern Sttte 
about the 25t,h. 


The disturbing influences at date o 


this storm wave will be favorable to 
earthquakes in earthquake countries 
About December 22d the earth will re- 
ceive a large amount of electrical force 
and this may result in severe earth 
quakes, or the force may pass to the 
earth through the high barometers, in 
in which case we will have a severe cold 
wave. 


This overcharge of electricity will 


pass from the earth again about the 
29th and January 5th, and will ex- 
perience severe storms about these 
dates. 


The last storm wave of December will 


reach the Pacific Coast about the 26th, 
cross the Western mountains by the 
close of the 27th, the Great Central 
valleys from the 28th to the 30th, and 
the Eastern States about the 31st. This 
will be a very severe whiter storm in 
the Mississippi valley about the 29th. 


Warm waves will cross the Western 


mountains about the 20th and 26tb, the 
Great Central valleys about the 22d and 
•28th. and the Eastern States about the 
24th and 30th. 


Cool waves will cross the Western 


mountair s about the 23d and 29th, the 
Great Central valleys about the 25th 
and 31st and the Eastern States about 
the 27th and January 2d. 


THE PLANET JUPITER. 


In our solar system Jupiter is next in 


importance to the sun, and among the 
causes of weather changes is third, the 
moon being second. 


When at perihelion—in the same 


direction from the sun that the earth is 
about October 3d—it is about 21,000,000 
miles nearer the sun than when in the 
opposite part of its orbit. 


For the above reason when Jupiter is 


near perihelion its influence on the 
earth is largely increased and to that 
fact is due many of our serious drouths 
from July to December. 


The sun and planets are unquestion- 


ably great natural magnets, electrified 
bodies, and their changing distances 
from each other certainly keep up a 
constant changing in their electrical 
conditions. 
Volatile 
matter—water( 


etc.—readily 
evaporates 
when 
the 


amount of electricity is increased and 
readily condenses and 
precipitates 


when electricity is withdrawn, and as 
Jupiter comes 21,000,000 nearer to the 
sun and earth in a little less than six 
years and recedes the same distance 
from the earth and sun during the 
same length of time next following, it 
is a powerful factor in bringing excess- 
ive rains and excessive drouths. 


I invite a study of Jupiter, not so 


much because of its astronomical in- 


Highest of all in Leavening Power.—Latest U. S. Gov't Report 


terest as because of its great influence 
upon the weather of our earth. From 
it we can learn much about the' nature 
of our own atmosphere and climatic 
changes. The average distance of Jupi- 
ter from the sun is about four hundred 
and eighty-one million miles, or about 
three times the distance of the earth 
from the sun. It makes a revolution 
around the sun in 11.86 years and the 
earth passes between it and the sun 
every 399 days. 


Jupiter's diameter is about eleven 


times, its surface about 119 times and 
its volume 1,300 times that of the earth. 
Its weight, or what its weight would be 
at the surface of our earth, is reckoned 
at 316 times that of the earth. 


The great distance of Jupiter from 


the earth largely decreases its influ- 
ence, its pull, as astronomers call it, on 
the earth, and I only mention this here 
in order to caution readers against the 
idea that the planets affect our weather 
through their attraction of gravitation, 
or their pull on our atmosphere. It is 
the magnetic or electric stream lines 
that go out from all these bodies, and 
therefore distance, or such distances as 
we have in the solar system, have but 
little effect as compared with gravita- 
tional distances. I will discuss the 
nature of planetary influences upon 
our weather further on. 


The astronomers all try to prove that 


Jupiter is a boiling, red-hot body. 
Nonsense. 
They see unaccountable, 


activity in the clouds of that planet— 
nothing of the planet can be seen but 
clouds—and they conclude that as 
sufficient 
heat 
cannot reach the 


planet from the sun to cause such ac- 
tivity, therefore the heat must come 
from within the planet. If they would 
explain how heat could reach the earth 
from the sun when all space between 
the two is ten thousand times colder 
than ice, common mortals might think 
of accepting their theories about Jup- 
iter.

The Object of the Nevada Display and a 


Suggestion. 


One of the greatest benefits expected 


to be derived from the Nevada exhibit 
at the Midwinter Fair will be the open- 
ing of a market outside the State for 
Nevada honey, butter, potatoes, apples, 
hay, etc. 


If the claim be just that the quality 


of these articles produced in this State 
is superior to that of those grown in 
any other section of the country, then 
there ought to be A demand for them 
from other parts of the Union, and for 
all that we can supply. 


It is for the purpose of exhibiting 


such resources in competition with 
those of other States, with a firm belief 
in their super-excellence, that the ex- 
hibit at the Golden Gate city is intended. 
Nevada won signal honors at 
the 


World's Columbian Exposition for her 
agricultural products, and undoubt- 
edly there will be substantial benefits 
derived from that advertisement to 
the world of what we can grow. In- 
deed, as a direct result, all the surplus 
honey and apples raised in Western 
Nevada was shipped East during the 
last few months and it is said com- 
manded there an extra price. 


In view of the fact that this will be 


the main object of the Midwinter Fair 
exhibit, it might not be inadvisable on 
the part of those conducting the ex- 
hibit to take some direct means of ac- 
complishing this result. 


To do this would probably require 


the preparation of a small pamphlet 
giving the quantity of such articles 
produced in the various counties of 
the State, the names and addresses of 
the growers, local commission mer- 
chants, etc., in order that merchants 
and jobbers from Eastern cities may 
know from whom to order and the 
quantity of such products that is 
grown here. The pamphlet could easily 
contain much other valuable informa- 
tion. 


Give tue State of Nevada an un- 


limited market at a reasonable price 
for all she can raise of any two or 
three even of these five commodities 
and the question of State development 
will soon solve itself.

Photograph* Are the Greatest Police Aid 


In Capturing Criminals. 


The greatest aid that the thief taker 


of today has in his possession is the 
photograph. 
The thief and ontla-w 


dread the photograph above all things. 
The long immunity from arrest of 
Frank and Jesse James was due to the 
fact that no pictures of them had ever 
been taken. They were-thns enahled to 
walk the streets of Kansas City and St. 
Louis, to attend theaters, play faro in 
crowded banks," loll around the rotunda 
of tho Planters' hotel and attend the 
race meetings of the west. 


The vanity of the wild western train 


robbers, bank holdups and horse thieves 
has, in scores of instances, led them to 
pose before the camera of the traveling 
tintype artist. After that capture was 
easy. The Dalton and Starr gangs owe 
their capture to this weakness. But 
the high class crook never has a picture 
taken unless it is taken by force and 
by police officers. 
A glance at the 


rogues' gallery on the walls of the chief 
of detactives* office will show a hun- 
dred instances of where men have 
fought desperately against the process. 


All this amounts to nothing. No 


man can distort his face BO as not to 
leave a recognizable feature. 
He can- 


not change the shape of his nose, his 
chin, his ears or the general outline of 
bis head. The ear is particularly a 
valuable feature in identification. 
No 


two men in the world have ears exact- 
ly alike. 
The construction will differ, 


and the general expression of the ear 
has an individuality of its own. One 
pair of ears will stand out from the 
head like winga; another pair will lay 
close to the skull as if pinned there. 
It will be noticed that the subject is al- 
ways posed so as to bring in the ears. 
Police prefer a view of tho face and 
hc^d, the larger the better, to a full 
length view. Where there are pecul- 
iarities of carriage or eccentricities of 
form, such us short legs, long legs, long 
body, long apelike arms or a peculiar 
slouch, additional pictures ate taken, 
but us a rule these matters are left to 
the descriptive circular. 


A criminal once in the toils and pho- 


tographed for police purposes may 
count his career practically ended. 
Every police and detective agency in 
the country and every penitentiary war- 
den or prison governor are supplied with 
a copy of it. 
He is taken in on sus- 


picion on the strength of hia features 
made familiar. 
His alias is swept 


away by comparison with it and the 
details that accompany it. 
The search 


for a fugitive is continued into the 
prisons of the coi»ntry. It is a very 
common thing for criminals who are 
hard pressed for the commission of a 
capital crimo to do like Jack Shea, the 
murderer of Officer Doran, did—commit 
a burglary or ^some minor crime and 
get put away for n few years in prison. 
Many a man has eluded pursuit when 
capture meant death by this ruse, but 
tho photograph has reduced tho success 
of this plan to the minimum. All mem- 
bers of the detective force are required 
to atndy the faces of the criminals Bent 
in by circular.—St. Louia Globe-Dem- 
ocrat.
